Can you compare and 
contrast the world written about to the one in which we 
live today, drawing from your knowledge of the novel 
and research about the author and the times covered in 
the work of art? 

I want every one of my students to capture their life’s 
dreams. Learning English well is one strong component 
of achieving that goal—no matter what career or 
pathway they choose in life, successful written and 
spoken communication is imperative to achieving 
success with others in the world. Recently, several 

corporate chief executive officers and company owners in the United States shared that were it 
not for their strong English skills, they would not have achieved their great successes. 

Clear writing offers a personal way to express one’s innermost thoughts. Strong reading skills 
offers opportunities to learn new ideas and travel to places one only dreams about. My goal is 
to help all my students follow a pathway that will help them eventually understand this."

Interview with Ms. Ingraham: 

When did you start teaching? "1 started teaching in 2003 right after I graduated from UMO." 

What inspired you to become a teacher?: 1 ! started coaching skiing at Sunday River when I was 16 
and had a four year old student widi special needs.

Not many teachers get die opportunity 
to teach their students kindergarten dirough their senior year of high school." 

What is one of your favorite memories from all of the years that you have been teaching?: “One of 
my favorite memories would have to be creating the ceramic murals with the fifth grade classes of 
2009, which happens to be this years graduating class. It was a lot of fun to create a make a 
collaborative piece tiiat is permanentiy installed in our elementary schools.”

I became bilingual, I can speak 
Korean almost fluently now. Also, this trip definitely pushed me in the right direction, 
and showed me that foreign service is what I am most passionate about and it is definitely 
something I could see myself doing for the rest of my life.
